Commissioner  Marshall  said  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  music  of  San  Francisco  represented  at  the 
Summer  in  the  City  Concerts. 

Nancy  Gonchar  said  that  the  Performing  Arts  Committee  meets  with  the  Symphony  to  discuss  the 
upcoming  concert  series.  She  added  that  any  ideas  the  Commissioners  had  could  be  relayed  to  the 
Symphony,  which  makes  the  programming  decisions. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  said  that  he  wanted  more  staff  recommendations  on  what  the 
Commission  should  do.  He  expressed  his  interest  in  broadening  support  for  the  arts.  He  also 
suggested  higher  standards  for  street  artists'  work. 

Howard  Lazar  said  that  he  would  calendar  a  discussion  on  raising  the  level  of  street  artists'  work  on 
the  next  Committee  Meeting  agenda. 

Commissioner  Meyer  suggested  more  rigorous  critiques  in  the  Civic  Design  and  Visual  Arts 
programs  to  inspire  designers  and  artists  to  higher  levels. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  suggested  that  Commission  meetings  should  be  held  in  City  Hall, 
where  more  people  would  be  exposed  to  the  experimentation  and  controversy  of  the  Commission's 
work. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that  she  planned  to  expand  her  focus  and  attend  more  Commission  events. 

Jill  Manton  informed  the  Commissioners  that  each  program  director  submitted  goals  for  his  or  her 
program  as  part  of  the  annual  budget  process. 

Ms.  Gonchar  suggested  that  the  program  directors  could  make  presentations  to  the  Commission  after 
the  budget  had  been  submitted  and  agreed  the  earlier  discussion  regarding  goals  and  budget  for  the 
coming  year  would  provide  more  input  from  the  Commission. 

In  conclusion.  Commissioner  Roth  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  the  annual  Sunshine  Ordinance 
compliance  obligations.  These  included  either  watching  the  video  or  attending  a  class  and  submitting 
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the  necessan  papers*  ork  to  verify  compliance.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  welcomed  Commissioner  Wilsey  and  extended  the  Commission's  condolences  on  the 
death  of  her  husband. 

In  reference  to  the  possibility  of  budget  cuts,  he  emphasized  that  reductions,  no  matter  how  small, 
would  not  be  minor  for  the  Arts  Commission.  He  asked  the  Commissioners  to  make  every  effort  they 
could  to  express  their  views  to  others. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  announced  that  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  Director  Liz  Lerma  was  leaving  the  Commission  for  a  position  as  Director  of  Community 
Programs  at  DPW. 

Ms.  Lerma  said  that  the  DPW  program  would  focus  on  the  cleaning  and  beautifying  of  San 
Francisco,  and  that  she  hoped  to  continue  working  with  the  Arts  Commission  in  her  new  capacity. 
She  thanked  the  Commissioners  for  everything  they  did  for  community  arts. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  he  would  attend  the  Urban  Arts  Federation  meeting  in  Phoenix  the  following 
week. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  opening  of  the  exhibition  of  "missing"  fliers  at  City  Hall  on  February  6, 
the  dedication  of  the  North  Beach  Parking  Garage  on  February  7  and  the  next  Writers  Corps  poetry 
slam  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  on  February  22.  He  also  announced  two  upcoming  events  at  the 
African  and  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  a  youth  program  on  February  9  and  a  series 
of  presentations  by  emerging  performing  artists  February  28  through  March  2  . 

He  reported  on  the  success  of  the  recent  Creativity  Forum,  which  focused  on  the  current  need  for  arts 
education  in  schools  for  every  child  at  every  age.  He  reiterated  that  the  coming  year  would  be  a  tough 
one,  and  that  assistance  from  the  Commissioners  would  be  needed  as  the  Commission  moved 
forward  in  advocating  for  arts  education. 

He  announced  that  the  Co-Lab  project,  a  joint  project  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  San  Francisco 
State  University,  would  open  on  March  2  with  events  at  both  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  and  the 
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SFSU  gallery.  The  project  consists  of  collaborations  between  artists  and  youth. 

He  congratulated  Arts  Education  Officer  Rachelle  Axel  for  securing  a  four-year  $200,000  grant  for 
the  Arts  Funders  Collaborative. 

He  reported  that  he  had  been  invited  by  two  individuals  to  visit  St.  Petersburg,  where  he  would  meet 
with  people  in  education  and  confer  with  political  officials  on  cultural  policy  and  funding.

Commissioner  Meyer  reported  on  a  recent  Performing  Arts  Committee  Meeting.  He  said  that  the 
Symphony  had  proposed  the  presentation  of  more  orchestral  performances  in  the  next  Summer  in  the 
City  series,  since  these  performances  are  among  the  most  successful.  He  added  that  Commissioner 
Marshall's  suggestion  of  a  Brazilian  jazz  musician  as  a  guest  artist  had  been  well  received.  The 
Symphony  also  plans  to  do  another  presentation  of  a  staged  Broadway  musicals. 

Vm.  Public  Comment 

In  public  comment,  Alma  Robinson,  California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts,  thanked  the  Commissioners  for 
their  support  of  ArtHouse.  She  said  that  39  organizations  had  received  support  through  the  Rent 
Subsidy  program,  and  that  several  had  received  capital  grants.  She  said  ArtHouse  will  continue  to 
offer  technical  assistance  to  arts  organizations  and  artists  in  dealing  with  issues  of  facility 
management,  and  that  the  organization  had  hired  a  real  estate  finance  analyst.  ArtHouse  has  received 
an  NEA  grant  to  examine  the  possibility  of  organizational  restructuring,  and  Margie  O'Driscoll,  the 
first  director  of  ArtHouse,  has  been  retained  to  help  assess  the  feasibility  of  the  organization's 
becoming  an  independent  501  (c)3  separate  from  CLA  and  the  Arts  Commission. 

Sally  Woelfel,  ArtHouse,  also  thanked  the  Commission  for  its  support  .She  distributed  letters  of 
support  for  ArtHouse  from  other  arts  organizations.  She  updated  the  Commissioners  on  current 
ArtHouse  projects.  These  included  helping  a  homeless  theater  group  find  affordable  rehearsal  space 
and  working  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  facilitate  meetings  to  support  art  and  culture  in  the 
Mid-Market  area.

President  Gatti  announced  that  Richard  Newirth  had  received  an  award  from  the  CAC  in  recognition 
of  his  exemplary  leadership  in  the  arts  field. 

He  announced  that  Commissioner  Mirikitani's  new  book  Love  Works  was  now  available  in 
bookstores. 

He  urged  the  Commissioners  to  visit  the  current  CO-LAB  show  of  art  works  created  by  artists  in 
collaboration  with  youth  in  the  main  Gallery. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  congratulated  Tonia  Macneil  for  her  work  on  the  public  art  projects  at  the  new 
North  Beach  Parking  Garage.  He  thanked  Commissioner  Meyer  for  his  participation  in  the  dedication 
ceremony.

President  Gatti  opened  the  meeting  to  public  testimony. 

Artist  Christopher  Lane  spoke  in  reference  to  item  7  approving  the 
removal/destruction  of  his  murals  from  the  Youth  Guidance  Center.  He  said  that 
he  had  been  notified  by  Chris  Bigelow,  BOA,  in  the  summer  of  2000  that  several 
murals  he  had  worked  on  with  Center  detainees  over  a  period  of  20  years  had  been 
destroyed.  He  said  that  he  had  received  no  notice.  Since  then  he  had  tried  every 
means  of  negotiation  to  reach  a  settlement  with  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  initially 
through  a  lawyer  who  had  since  resigned.  The  City  had  rejected  his  claim.  He  said 
that,  if  all  efforts  failed,  he  would  be  forced  to  take  legal  action  against  the  city  to 
receive  damages  for  his  loss,  and  he  did  not  want  to  see  taxpayer  money  spent  that 
way.  Ten  thousand  square  feet  of  murals  had  been  destroyed,  including  a  self 
portrait  by  a  17-year-old  girl  awaiting  trial  for  murder.  Over  the  years  the  project 
gave  youth  in  detention  the  opportunity  to  express  their  feelings  in  a  positive  way, 
and  their  destruction  exemplified  society's  lack  of  respect  for  youth  who  are 
locked  up.  Mr.  Lane  said  that  only  two  murals  remained,  they  too  were  scheduled 
for  removal  and  destruction,  and  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  voted  to  approve 
their  removal/destruction  on  February  20.  If  the  full  Commission  approved  that 
destruction  by  voting  for  the  item  before  them,  it  would  be  a  travesty  for  him  and 
the  youth  involved.  Also,  if  the  destruction  was  approved,  he  would  deserve 
compensation.  He  told  the  Commissioners  that  their  job  was  to  preserve  the 
murals,  and  that  preservation  should  be  the  primary  mission  of  the  Arts 
Commission.  In  reference  to  a  Commissioner  comment,  made  during  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee  Meeting,  that  the  importance  of  the  murals  was  that  the  youth  had 
experienced  something  positive  during  their  stay  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Center, 
Mr.  Lane  said  that  a  work  of  art  exists  as  an  ongoing  inspiration  to  the 
community,  and  that  it  takes  on  a  life  of  its  own. 

Mark  Roller,  artist,  said  that  Christopher  Lane  had  been  wronged  and  that  the  Arts 
Commission  had  a  responsibility  to  be  his  advocate.  He  urged  the  Commissioners 
to  vote  against  the  motion. 

Peter  Selz,  professor  emeritus  of  art  history  at  UC  Berkeley,  founder  of  the 
Berkeley  Art  Museum,  and  former  chief  curator  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in 
New  York,  stressed  the  importance  of  the  preservation  of  art.  He  suggested  that 
other  works  currendy  on  the  Commission  agenda  could  also  be  destroyed  because 
of  future  arrangements. 

President  Gatti  commented  on  the  difficulty  of  making  a  decision  against  an  art 
work  because  of  a  new  building.  He  noted  the  way  in  which  the  works  in  question 
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had  been  applied  onto  a  surface  of  heavy  concrete,  and  said  that  no  proven 
method  for  easy  removal  existed.  He  said  that  the  murals  had  never  been  within 
Arts  Commission  purview,  and  that  the  Commission  had  to  take  into  account  its 
budget,  its  own  priorities  and  the  needs  of  other  agencies.  He  advised  Mr.  Lane  to 
take  the  issue  up  directly  with  the  agency  owning  the  facility  in  which  the  art 
works  were  located. 

Mr.  Lane  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  never  offered  an  alternative  plan,  and 
he  made  reference  to  a  conservator  who  had  come  up  with  a  method  of  removing  a 
mural  by  peeling  off  the  paint. 

President  Gatti  responded  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  no  money  to  pay  a 
consultant. 

Mr.  Lane  reiterated  that  no  alternatives  had  been  proposed,  such  as  a  photograph 
of  the  present  mural  or  the  possibility  of  another  mural  in  the  new  facility 
executed  with  the  current  detainees.  He  added  that  he  had  a  seven-page  contract 
with  the  Friends  of  Support  Services  for  the  Arts  stipulating  that,  if  the  painting 
was  to  be  altered,  the  artist  must  be  notified. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  Commission  would  be  agreeable  to  Mr.  Lane's  finding 
the  funding  for  preserving  the  remaining  murals. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Meyer,  Commissioner  Guggenheim, 
the  Visual  Arts  Committee  Chair,  confirmed  that  all  art  enrichment  funds  for  the 
new  facility  had  already  been  allocated.  He  said  that  those  artists  had  gone 
through  the  Commission's  usual  process  of  selection  by  an  independent  panel. 

Commissioner  Meyer  raised  the  possibility  of  saving  the  present  walls,  with  their 
murals,  and  incorporating  them  into  the  new  building. 

President  Gatti  asked  Commissioner  Meyer  if  he  was  interested  in  undertaking  the 
murals'  preservation. 

Commissioner  Meyer  responded  that  his  suggestion  was  merely  an  idea,  and  that 
he  would  be  unable  to  head  a  fundraising  campaign. 

Chris  Bigelow,  BOA,  said  that  there  had  already  been  large-scale  deletions  in 
building  design  in  order  to  stay  within  the  funding  limitations.  He  said  that  the 
construction  budget  would  not  allow  for  the  removal,  storage  and  relocation  of  the 
walls  in  the  new  building. 

President  Gatti  pointed  out  that  the  art  enrichment  opportunity  for  the  new 
building  had  been  widely  advertised,  there  had  been  a  large  response,  and  the 
selection  panel  had  commissioned  artists  who  would  conduct  ongoing  projects 
with  youth. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  said  that  he  did  not  recall  hearing  of  the  relocation 
issue.  He  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Adine  Varah  for  input. 

Miss  Varah  said  that,  assuming  the  two  murals  at  issue  were  protected  by  the 
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Federal  Visual  Artists  Rights  Act  and  the  California  Art  Preservation  Act,  the  City 
had  provided  Christopher  Lane  with  adequate  notice  of  the  City's  proposed 
removal/destruction  of  the  murals  under  those  two  statutes.  Accordingly,  there 
was  no  legal  issue  before  the  Commission  regarding  the  two  murals.  She  said  the 
legal  requirement  was  90-day  prior  notice  to  the  artist.  The  artist  then  had  the 
option  to  remove  the  murals  or  pay  someone  else  to  remove  them  during  that 
90-day  period.  Here,  the  City  had  given  notice  in  the  Summer  of  2001  (on  June 
28,  2001  and  July  2,  2001)  regarding  its  plans  for  removal/destruction  of  the 
existing  murals. 

President  Gatti  asked  if  the  Commission  was  obliged  to  approve  removal  of  the 
murals  in  order  for  the  Youth  Guidance  Center  project  to  proceed. 

Ms.  Varah  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  the  policy  body  charged  with 
approving  removal  of  works  of  art  under  the  City  Charter  (Section  5.103(2)).  She 
noted  that  that  Charter  section  made  no  express  distinction  between  works  of  art 
that  are  part  of  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  those  that  are  not.  She  said  that  she 
needed  a  moment  to  verify  whether  the  Arts  Commission  was  required  to  take 
action  in  this  case  and  what  implications  a  deferred  action  might  have  on  the 
Juvenile  Hall  construction  project. 

President  Gatti  called  for  a  break. 

After  the  break,  Ms.  Varah  confirmed  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  required  to 
make  a  decision  under  the  Charter.  If  it  wished  to  grant  the  artist  a  period  of  time 
to  obtain  funding  for  preserving  the  murals,  it  could  do  so.  She  said  that,  here, 
assuming  the  Federal  and/or  State  law  required  notice  of  the  City's  intention  to 
remove/destroy  the  murals,  the  City  had  already  given  such  notice.  She  noted  that, 
where  adequate  notice  had  been  given  and  the  90-day  period  had  expired,  as  in 
this  case,  the  City  had  no  legal  obligation  to  obtain  the  artist's  prior  permission  to 
remove  the  works. 

President  Gatti  presented  a  motion  to  rescind  the  motion  to  approve  the  Consent 
Calendar. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  0304-02-057:  Motion  to  rescind  Motion  to  approve  the 
Consent  Calendar. 

President  Gatti  severed  item  7  from  the  Consent  Calendar,  so  that  the 
Commissioners  could  discuss  it  after  voting  on  the  Consent  Calendar  as  amended 
by  the  removal  of  the  item. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  0304-02-058:  Motion  to  approve  the  Consent  Calendar  as 
amended . 

President  Gatti  opened  discussion  on  item  7. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  the  possibility  of  rewording  the  item  to  give  the 
artist  30  days  to  find  a  means  of  removing  the  murals. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  noted  the  difficulty  of  making  a  decision  without 
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a  written  recommendation  from  staff.  He  also  commented  on  the  need  to  assess 
the  work  and  determine  whether  it  was  at  the  level  of  art  that  the  Commission 
strives  to  save.  He  said  he  would  support  the  establishment  of  a  grace  period  in 
order  to  see  if  further  support  for  the  works  would  develop.  He  asked  if  a  period 
of  30  days  was  sufficient. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  it  was  not  up  to  the  Commission  to  assess  the  quality  of  the 
work.  If  someone  wanted  to  champion  the  effort  to  save  the  murals,  the 
responsibility  to  vote  on  the  measure  remained  the  same.  If  the  building  was  to  be 
demolished,  a  vote  for  removal  was  an  Arts  Commission  obligation. 

Commissioner  Stermer  said  that  public  outcry  had  not  been  enormous. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  said  that  the  opinion  of  someone  as  noted  as  Peter 
Selz  should  be  listened  to. 

Joanne  Chow  Winship,  Mayor's  Criminal  Justice  Council,  said  that  the  new  Youth 
Guidance  Center  facility  project  had  a  time  limit,and,  even  if  the  artist  were 
allowed  another  30  days,  additional  time  would  be  needed  for  the  mural  removal 
itself. 

Christopher  Lane  asked  the  Commissioners  to  see  the  murals  for  themselves.  He 
suggested  that  there  were  alternative  possibilities,  and  that  he  would  be  interested 
in  working  something  out. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  asked  Mr.  Lane  if  he  had  investigated  means  of 
removing  the  work  and  if  he  knew  of  a  reasonable  method  that  he  could  present  to 
the  Commission. 

Mr.  Lane  raised  again  the  possibility  that  the  murals  could  be  peeled  off.  He  said 
that  he  had  asked  the  Arts  Commission  to  look  into  potential  methods. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  staff  had  investigated  the  matter  and  concluded  that 
the  only  way  of  removing  the  murals  was  to  remove  the  concrete  wall  itself.  He 
said  the  wall  was  eight  inches  thick,  and  that  the  approximate  weight  of  each 
mural  was  1 1  tons  for  the  small  work  and  22  tons  for  the  larger  one. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  said  that  the  works  would  have  to  be  removed  in 
sections. 

Debra  Lehane  said  that,  since  the  walls  were  interior,  removal  would  have  to  be 
carefully  coordinated  with  the  demolition  of  the  building. 

Peter  Selz  cited  the  previous  successful  removal  of  smaller  works  from  walls  and 
suggested  that  removal  of  the  murals  in  questions  might  be  more  difficult.  He 
suggested  that  Mr.  Lane  could  be  commissioned  to  create  other  murals  for  the  new 
facility. 

President  Gatti  said  that  there  were  no  means  to  do  so,  since  the  art  for  the  future 
building  had  already  been  commissioned. 
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The  Commissioners  agreed  to  reword  the  item  to  include  the  words  "to  take  effect 
in  30  days."

Vn.  Reports  and  Announcements 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  commented  on  the  design  concept  for  the  Emperor  Norton  Memorial 
(Consent  Calendar  item  19,  which  was  removed  from  the  Calendar  and  referred  back  to  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee).  He  said  that  the  project  was  a  totem  representing  Emperor  Norton  and  his  two 
dogs.  It  would  be  created  from  a  model  designed  by  the  late  neighborhood  artist  Peter  Macchiarini 
and  installed  at  the  top  of  the  Kearny  Street  steps  at  Vallejo  Street.  The  Commissioner  said  that  years 
of  community  effort  had  gone  into  improving  the  surface  of  that  block,  and  that  the  Emperor  Norton 
project  had  generated  renewed  community  interest  in  the  site.  When  the  project  had  been  presented 
to  neighborhood  people  the  previous  year  at  different  meetings,  audience  reaction  had  seemed  split 
between  enthusiasm  for  the  concept  and  objections  to  the  size,  height  and  placement  of  the  work. 
There  had  been  concerns  about  the  siting  and  its  impact  on  a  children's  play  space  that  had  resulted 
from  years  of  community  effort. 

In  public  comment,  Marvin  Kasoff  said  that  he  had  feared  that  approval  of  the  Emperor  Norton 
project  would  be  given  by  the  Commission  without  hearing  input  from  local  neighbors.  He  suggested 
that  the  Commission  had  been  led  to  believe  that  the  project  was  unopposed,  and  said  that  there  was 
in  fact  considerable  opposition.  The  opposition  was  not  to  a  Peter  Macchiarini  memorial  or  to  the 
concept  of  Emperor  Norton,  but  rather  to  the  size  of  the  project  and  its  impacts  on  a  visual  and  safe 
open  space  that  had  been  created  for  children's  play  purposes.  Community  members  had  been  given 
the  impression  that  modifications  they  had  suggested  would  be  taken  into  account  in  the  final 
proposal  for  the  project.  However,  the  final  design  did  not  include  those  possibilities  or  mitigate  the 
project's  impact  on  the  site.  Mr.  Kasoff  also  commented  on  current  community  interest  in  the 
possibility  of  a  larger-scale  urban  design  project  that  would  include  the  Greenwich,  Vallejo,  and 
Filbert  steps  as  well  as  the  Kearny  Street  steps.  There  was  also  interest  in  incorporating  the  Emperor 
Norton  piece  into  that  larger  project.  Meetings  were  pending,  and  approximately  75  people  were 
expected  to  attend.  Mr.  Kasoff  said  that  he  hoped  to  have  something  more  definitive  to  present  after 
the  next  neighborhood  meeting. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  suggested  that  the  Civic  Design  Committee  should  look  into  the 
Emperor  Norton  project  because  of  its  site  sensitivity. 

Commissioner  Roth  said  that  since  the  item  had  come  from  the  Visual  Arts  Committee,  she  was 
obliged  to  refer  it  back  to  that  Committee.  It  was  subsequently  agreed  that  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Civic  Design  and  Visual  Arts  Committees  would  be  scheduled. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  added  that  the  neighborhood's  district  Supervisor,  Aaron  Peskin,  was 
aware  of  the  issue  and  interested  in  seeing  the  development  of  a  project  that  would  work  for  the 
whole  neighborhood.  He  also  said  that  DPW  had  plans  for  rebuilding  five  blocks  of  Kearny  Street, 
including  the  block  at  Vallejo  street,  and  that  consequently  funds  for  that  site  would  be  available.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

In  reference  to  the  minutes  for  the  joint  Visual  Arts/Civic  Design  Committee  Meeting  about  the 
proposed  Emperor  Norton  project.  Commissioner  Guggenheim  corrected  the  date  for  the  next 
discussion.  The  item  will  be  addressed  at  the  next  Visual  Arts  Committee  Meeting  on  May  22. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  his  successful  visit  in  St.  Petersburg  as  a  guest  of  the  American  Consulate 
in  that  city.  He  reported  that  he  had  lectured  to  government  officials  and  young  arts  managers,  and 
that  he  had  met  with  the  heads  of  several  major  arts  institutions,  including  the  Hermitage,  the  State 
Russian  Museum  and  the  Mariinsky  Theatre. 

In  an  update  on  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex,  Mr.  Newirth  informed  the 
Commissioners  that  employee  Charles  Edington  had  completed  his  work.  The  new  facility  manager 
is  Bob  Davis.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  CAE  Committee  Meeting  scheduled  for  tomorrow  was  to  be 
held  at  the  Center,  since  community  members  wished  to  be  heard.  However,  a  quorum  had  not  been 
obtained.  A  Committee  meeting  will  be  scheduled  for  later  in  the  month.  He  added  that  the  building 
itself  had  been  improved,  and  that  the  time  had  come  for  the  artists  with  a  stake  in  the  facility  to  take 
part  in  implementing  their  vision. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  the  preliminary  budget  hearing  a  week  from  tomorrow  (the  21st)  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  Budget  Committee.  He  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  as  a  small  department 
was  considered  a  submittal  department.  He  also  outlined  the  new  approval  process,  whereby  the 
Mayor  submits  a  preliminary  budget  in  April  and  the  Board  holds  hearings  in  April  and  May.  The 
Mayor  submits  a  final  budget  on  June  1,  and  Board  of  Supervisors  hearings  are  held  later  in  June. 
Mr.  Newirth  added  that  all  departments  had  been  asked  to  submit  a  baseline  budget  with  a  prioritized 
list  of  10%  cuts.  For  the  Arts  Commission,  that  the  GF  budget  is  only  $1  million  so  that  equates  to 
approximately  $100,000.  Each  department  was  also  required  to  submit  a  mandated  3%  cut. 

He  reported  on  the  resurrected  interest  in  the  Harvey  Milk  project.  At  a  meeting  in  his  office. 
Supervisor  Ammiano  expressed  his  interest  in  taking  the  project  to  the  next  phase,  the  planning 
stage.  Another  meeting  is  scheduled  for  the  end  of  the  week.  Mr.  Newirth  also  said  that  the  Mayor 
and  Supervisor  Ammiano  might  make  a  joint  announcement  on  Mr.  Milk's  birthday. 
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He  reported  on  a  meeting  the  previous  week  about  the  Treasure  Island  Museum.  The  Airport 
Museum,  which  had  agreed  to  take  over  the  TI  museum  two  years  ago,  was  no  longer  going  to  do  so 
because  of  the  Airport's  economic  problems.  Consequently,  Treasure  Island  Museum  representatives 
had  inquired  about  Arts  Commission  interest  in  saving  the  museum.  The  museum's  collection 
contains  items  from  the  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition  (for  which  Treasure  Island  was  built) 
as  well  as  items  related  to  military  history.  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  be 
interested  in  seeing  what  could  be  done.  He  will  contact  Treasure  Island  representatives  directly. 

He  announced  the  Gallery's  opening  reception  on  Friday,  May  17.  It  will  be  the  last  in  a  series  of 
seven  for  the  exhibition  collectively  titled  "Openings."

In  reference  to  the  Emperor  Norton  project  proposed  for  the  top  of  the  Kearny  Street  steps  at  Vallejo 
Street,  Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  commented  on  the  controversy  surrounding  the  issue.  He  said 
the  proposal  had  reactivated  long-time  neighborhood  interest  in  the  steep  Kearny  Street  block 
between  Broadway  and  Vallejo  Street.  He  said  that  neighborhood  opinion  about  the  project  seemed 
divided.  Many  had  expressed  approval  of  an  Emperor  Norton  concept,  but  there  was  also  concern 
about  the  proposed  location  for  such  a  tall  lit  sculpture.  The  Commissioner  said  that  at  a  recent 
meeting,  a  number  of  fresh  ideas  for  the  Kearny  Street  block  had  been  proposed,  and  that  other  sites 
on  or  closer  to  Broadway  had  been  suggested.  He  added  that  one  of  the  proposed  statue's  architects 
had  felt  that  the  project  would  be  lost  if  a  long-time  upgrade  of  the  Kearny  Street  block  took  place. 
Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  said  that  he  expected  the  board  of  the  neighborhood  association  to 
modify  the  language  of  its  previous  motion  enthusiastically  endorsing  the  project. 

Vm.  Public  Comment 
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Mr.  Bob  Planthold  commented  on  two  items: 

In  reference  to  the  proposed  Emperor  Norton  project,  he  stated  that  the  project  now  has  a  signature  in 
support  of  the  proposal  from  renowned  San  Francisco  poet  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti. 

Mr.  Planthold  reported  that  he  recently  called  the  Arts  Commission,  and  not  only  was  it  difficult  for 
him  to  recover  any  information  about  the  cancelled  meeting  of  May  8,  2002,  he  was  also  dismayed  to 
hear  at  the  end  of  the  SFAC  outgoing  recording,  "if  you're  deaf,  call  this  number  for  TTY  ...  "He 
requested  that  the  Arts  Commission  make  sure  to  report  our  TTY  number  to  Pacbell  before  June  so 
that  it  will  be  listed  in  the  telephone  book  printed  this  fall. 

Stephen  Worsley  spoke  about  the  Coit  Tower  Mural  Rotunda.  Mr.  Worsley  expressed  his  dismay 
over  the  current  state  of  Coit  Tower.  He  stated  that  the  penny  imprint  and  vending  machines  are  a 
threat  to  the  frescoes.  He  remembers  a  time  when  he  visited  Coit  Tower  and  was  left  with  the 
impression  that  it  was  worth  visiting  again.  He  said,  as  a  San  Franciscan,  he  is  embarrassed  by  its 
current  state.  He  stated  that  he  has  a  website  and  is  circulating  a  petition  currently. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  suggested  that  Mr.  Worsley  is  not  alone,  that  there  are  other 
advocates  for  Coit  Tower  including  Julie  Christenson. 

Mr.  Worsley  stated  that  he  hand  delivered  his  petition  to  Ms.  Christenson,  among  others,  and  she 
told  him  "you  need  numbers."

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  introduced  the  new  CAE  Program  Director  Judy 
Nemzoff 

Ms.  Nemzoff  said  that  she  had  recently  served  on  a  Cultural  Equity  Grant  panel  and  had  been 
involved  in  the  local  performing  arts  community  for  20  years.  She  is  a  former  talent  scout,  and  her 
most  recent  positions  have  been  Manager  of  the  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau's  Arts  and  Tourism 
program  and  Marketing  Director  for  the  San  Francisco  S.P.C.A. 

Mr.  Newirth  thanked  Jewelle  Gomez,  Nancy  Gonchar,  Carol  Marie  Daniels,  and  the  members  of  the 
CAE  and  CEG  staffs  for  their  hard  work  and  patience  during  the  transition. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  the  upcoming  annual  WritersCorps  event  on  Wednesday,  June  5,  celebrating 
the  publication  of  the  program's  newest  anthology  titled  Believe  Me,  I  Know.  Commissioner 
Freebaim-Smith  congratulated  the  program  staff. 

Mr.  Newirth  also  announced  that  the  Arts  Commission's  public  art  program  had  been  profiled  as  one 
of  the  top  eight  in  the  country  in  a  new  book  titled  Designing  the  World's  Best  Public  Art.  The  book 
also  profiles  several  artists  that  the  San  Francisco  program  has  commissioned. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  that  the  Mayor  was  currently  delivering  his  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
at  their  regularly  scheduled  meeting.  Under  a  new  procedure  that  had  been  established  this  year, 
preliminary  budget  hearings  had  been  held  to  familiarize  the  supervisors  with  department  operations. 
The  next  series  of  budget  hearings  will  begin  later  in  the  month.  He  said  that  a  3%  cut  had  been 
mandated  for  all  departments,  and  that  it  had  been  proposed  that  the  city  would  meet  that 
requirement  and  avoid  layoffs  by  reducing  contributions  to  individual  retirement  plans  by  2.75%  for 
the  upcoming  year.  Most  of  the  unions,  except  for  the  largest  one,  have  tentatively  agreed. 

He  announced  the  scheduling  of  another  meeting  on  the  Harvey  Milk  project.  The  two  winners  of  the 
competition  will  be  present,  and  possibilities  for  developing  their  designs  beyond  the  concept  phase 
will  be  discussed.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reported  on  the  status  of  the  budget.  He  said  the 
General  Fund  budget  for  the  department  had  been  cut  two  percent.  The  most  substantial  decreases 
are  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  funding,  which  supports  the  Cultural  Equity  Grants  program  and  the 
cultural  centers.  Both  of  those  programs  will  absorb  substantial  reductions  of  approximately  10 
percent  each,  totaling  about  half  a  million  dollars. 


He  reported  on  the  success  of  the  June  WritersCorps  event,  which  included  a  performance  by 
Commissioner  Marshall  before  the  readings.  He  added  that  the  previous  Friday  had  been  the  deadline 
for  applications  from  prospective  new  WritersCorps  teachers.  Though  all  this  year's  teachers  are 
staying  for  another  year,  the  program  plans  to  recruit  one  or  two  additional  teachers. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  developments  surrounding  the  African  American  Art  and 
Culture  Complex  in  the  Western  Addition.  He  said  the  building  is  being  used  more  by  community 
groups,  including  the  Black  Leadership  Forum.  He  has  listened  to  the  concerns  of  long-time 
community  residents  and  has  being  working  with  both  those  community  members  and  the  artists.  He 
has  suggested  that  one  way  for  them  to  come  together  is  to  figure  out  what  they  can  do  with  what 
little  money  there  is.  There  is  a  need  for  an  ad  hoc  community  group  and  the  curatorial  group  of 
artists  to  collaborate  on  a  programmatic  plan  during  the  current  difficult  financial  period.  Then  the 
two  groups  can  deal  with  the  larger  vision  of  what  the  center  should  be.  They  need  to  work  together 
on  programming  and  leadership  for  the  future.  Mr.  Newirth  added  that  he  was  beginning  to  observe 
tolerance  on  the  part  of  both  groups;  some  cutting  edge  work  was  being  acknowledged  by  the 
community  residents  and  more  traditional  work  was  being  acknowledged  by  the  art  groups. 

He  announced  the  initial  dedication  date  for  the  redesigned  Union  Square  on  July  24.  Funding  for 
restoration  of  the  Dewey  Monument  has  been  received,  but  the  work  cannot  begin  until  after  the 
square  is  done.  He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  input  from  the  Filipino  community  in  reference  to 
text  for  the  Dewey  plaque  and  commented  on  the  agreement  between  those  community  members  and 
the  Arts  Commission  on  what  should  be  done.  The  Filipino  representatives  also  plan  to  launch  a 
year-long  community  education  effort. 
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He  reported  on  his  participation  on  a  recent  KQED  Forum  show,  which  focused  on  the  proposed 
CAC  budget  cuts.  Both  the  State  Senate  and  the  Assembly  have  voted  to  restore  50%  of  the  $14 
million  cut,  and  the  Forum  show  aired  while  the  Conference  Committee  meeting  was  taking  place. 

He  said  that  Academy  of  Sciences  staff  people  had  given  him  a  preview  of  the  new  facility  and 
would  be  making  an  informational  presentation  in  the  fall. 

Reporting  on  the  Harvey  Milk  project,  he  said  that  DPW  had  identified  some  funding  to  give  to  the 
competition  winners  to  develop  their  ideas  and  possible  implementations  of  their  proposals.  Funding 
at  this  stage  is  limited,  but  the  goal  is  to  present  some  options,  and  a  rough  idea  of  the  cost,  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  - -,  .

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Minutes  of  the  Regular  Monthly 
Meeting  of  August  5,  2002.

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  upcoming  Hearts  of  San  Francisco  Campaign, 
modeled  on  previous  temporary  exhibitions  in  other  U.S.  cities,  such  as  the  Cow  Parade  in  Chicago 
and  the  exhibition  of  elephants  and  donkeys  in  Washington  D.C.  The  Convention  and  Visitors 
Bureau  is  taking  the  lead  on  the  Hearts  of  San  Francisco  project  in  collaboration  with  numerous  city 
organizations,  departments  and  bureaus.  The  campaign  has  generated  a  great  deal  of  interest. 
Corporations  and  individuals  will  underwrite  individual  installations,  totaling  approximately  200, 
and  all  visual  art  forms  are  expected  to  be  represented.  The  first  three  hearts  are  scheduled  to  be  on 
the  streets  by  Valentine's  Day,  2003.  The  others  will  be  installed  over  time.  The  plan  is  to  have  an 
installation  in  every  neighborhood,  possibly  in  every  city  park.  Ultimately,  all  of  them  will  be  sold  at 
an  auction.  President  Gatti  suggested  the  possibility  of  some  of  the  resulting  funds  supporting  a 
long-term  project  of  the  Arts  Commission,  such  as  Gallery  37. 

Commissioner  Meyer  asked  if  the  installations  would  be  on  City  property  and  therefore  subject  to 
Arts  Commission  approval. 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  clarified  that  language  other  than  "art"  would  be  used  to 
describe  the  installations  so  that  Commission  approval  for  such  a  high  number  of  projects  would  not 
be  required.  He  said  that  encroachment  permits  from  DPW  or  the  Planning  Department  might  be 
necessary. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  introduced  London  Breed,  the  new  director  of  the  African  American  Art  and 
Culture  Complex.  He  also  introduced  Bayview  Opera  House  director  Shelley  Bell,  who  had  recently 
met  with  the  Mayor  and  representatives  of  Muni  and  other  departments  to  discuss  development  plans 
for  the  Bayview  district.  In  particular,  a  master  plan  will  be  developed  within  the  next  six  months  for 
a  two-block  area  that  includes  the  cultural  center,  a  school,  a  recreation  facility,  and  a  library.  The 
goal  of  the  master  plan  is  to  maximize  usage  and  eliminate  redundancy.  Another  goal  is  to  upgrade 
the  Opera  House  by  the  time  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail  line  is  completed  in  2004. 

He  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  Harvey  Milk  Plaza  project.  The  two  winners  of  the 
competition  will  each  present  revised  conceptual  designs  of  their  projects  on  September  20.  The  next 
step  will  be  to  meet  v/ith  elected  officials  to  discuss  strategies  for  raising  the  money  to  phase  in  the 
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project  over  time.  The  project  has  involved  many  departments  and  processes  for  neighborhood 
involvement.  * 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  he  would  be  making  a  site  visit  to  the  Geneva  Car  Barn,  which  is  being 
considered  as  a  future  Gallery  37  program  site.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  seeking  funds 
to  fix  up  the  building. 

He  announced  that  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  director  Pam  David  had  left  that 
department  to  become  executive  director  of  the  Walter  and  Elise  Haas  Fund. 

President  Gatti  called  the  Commissioners'  attention  to  the  recent  City  Attorney's  memo  regarding  the 
policies  that  restrict  the  use  of  city  resources  by  city  officials  or  employees  for  political  activity.  He 
said  that  the  restrictions  had  become  a  serious  issue,  and  asked  Commissioners  to  direct  any 
questions  to  him  or  to  Mr.  Newirth. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  a  reception  for  two  gallery  exhibitions  commemorating  September  1 1  in 
lower  level  city  Hall  this  evening,  September  9,  5:30  to  7:30  p.m.  The  Gallery  will  have  a  second 
reception  for  its  exhibition  in  the  main  gallery,  401  Van  Ness,  on  Saturday  evening,  September  14,  6 
to  8  p.m.  That  show,  titled  "Hall  of  Reflections"  addresses  the  experiences  of  Iranian  immigrants. 

President  Gatti  reminded  those  present  of  the  city  memorial  service  in  City  Hall  at  5:30  a.m.  on 
September  11.  The  doors  will  open  at  4:30  a.m. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  asked  a  question  about  a  recent  Board  of  Supervisors  vote  on  a 
reduction  in  the  Arts  Commission  budget. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  vote  probably  related  to  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  He  said  that  the  allocation 
from  that  source  had  been  finalized,  and  that  the  figure  was  low.  Departments  receiving  Hotel  Tax 
Funds  therefore  had  to  come  up  with  additional  funding  to  compensate  for  the  drop  in  the  funding 
they  would  have  received  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  Though  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  dropped  29%  ,  the 
budget  for  programs  funded  by  that  source  could  only  be  reduced  by  10%.  (Conversely,  if  the  Hotel 
Tax  Fund  were  to  increase  substantially,  a  department  budget  could  only  be  raised  10  percent,  and 
the  remaining  Hotel  Tax  Fund  money  would  go  to  the  General  Fund.)  Arts  Commission  programs 
affected  by  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  reduction  are  Cultural  Equity  Grants  and  Community  Arts  and 
Education.  In  particular,  the  reduction  affects  the  ability  of  the  cultural  centers  to  proceed  with 
capital  projects.  In  reference  to  the  general  fund  budget,  Mr.  Newirth  also  said  that  the  Arts 
Commission  had  fared  as  well  as  any  department,  sustaining  a  two  percent  flat  cut.

1.  Introduction 

Ms.  Manton  introduced  herself  and  her  staff  to  the  public  in  attendance.  Ms.  Manton 
stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  design  modifications  that  The  Art 
Commission  hopes  to  make  to  the  Promenade  Ribbon  Sculpture.  Ms.Manton  also 
introduced  San  Francisco  Port  Staff  Dan  Hodap  and  Phil  Williamson. 

2.  Background 

Ms.  Manton  provided  information  on  the  history  and  construction  of  the  Embarcadero 
Ribbon  Project.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the  Ribbon  was  intentionally  designed  in 
segments  to  respond  to  future  Port  developments  along  the  waterfront.

3.  Use  Patterns 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  has  discovered  a  high 
volume  of  pedestrian  activity,  vehicles,  and  skateboarding  in  certain  locations.  Ms. 
Manton  informed  the  guests  that  the  original  purpose  of  the  raised  elements,  other  than 
to  provide  seating,  was  to  house  the  fiber  optic  illuminators.  She  noted  that  now  the 
illuminators  are  housed  underground,  as  implemented  in  the  mid-Embarcadero. 
Therefore,  the  raised  elements  can  be  eliminated  when  necessary. 

4.  Specifications 

Ms.  Zaremba  reported  on  the  proposal  to  study  and  remove  up  to  sixteen  of  the  raised 
elements  that  have  undergone  a  series  of  repairs.  Ms.  Zaremba  projected  digital 
photographs  and  identified  which  bollards  are  being  considered  for  removal. 

5.  Jurisdiction 

In  response  to  comments  fi-om  the  public  regarding  Pier  7,  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  the 
Port  has  jurisdiction  over  the  majority  of  Pier  7.  The  Arts  Commission  only  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  Art  Ribbon,  composed  of  the  band  of  light  colored  concrete  with

glass  blocks  and  fiber  optic  illuminators,  and  is  working  cooperatively  with  the  Port, 
but  that  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  Art  Ribbon  Sculpture  only. 

5.  Public  Comments 

The  following  public  comments  were  made  in  chronological  order: 

a.  Removing  bollards  won't  solve  problems. 

b.  Flat  artwork  won't  be  as  visible. 

c.  Raised  elements  don't  serve  any  purpose.  Other  seating  is  available. 

d.  At  Pier  7  steel  plates  would  protect  the  bollards  and  deter  skateboarders. 

e.  State/City  should  change  the  liability  laws  to  allow  private  development  of  a 
skatepark. 

f     Bollards  provide  "traffic  control'  for  joggers,  skateboarders,  etc. 

g.    Local  residents  are  disturbed  by  noise  and  hazards  caused  by  skateboarders. 

h.    Keeping  raised  elements  will  protect  the  artwork 

i.     Cars  should  not  be  allowed  to  park  on  the  Ribbon. 

j.     There  is  a  conflict  between  passive  activities,  e.g.:  walking,  and 

skateboarders, 
k.    Notice  problems  with  fiber  optic  brightness. 
1.     At  Pier  7  look  at  alternative  paving  treatments  such  as  gravel,  soil,  or  grass  to 

deter  skateboarders, 
m.  Do  the  artists  support  the  proposal? 
n.    Removal  of  some  now  will  lead  to  removal  of  more  later.  Sets  a  bad 

precedent, 
o.    Alternative  treatment  to  bollards  at  Pier  7:  use  notched  concrete  e.g.:  Ferry 

Plaza  Light  Cannons 
p.    Bollards  are  not  necessary  in  light  of  new  developments  and  enhanced  public 

amenities  of  the  Embarcadero  Piers, 
q.    Increase  the  bollard  height  to  deter  cars  and  skateboards. 

6.  In  conclusion  it  was  stated  that  all  comments  were  appreciated.  Comments 
regarding  the  artwork  will  be  recorded  and  taken  to  both  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
Meeting  in  October  and  the  Commission  Meeting  in  November.  General  comments 
regarding  skateboarders  and  Pier  7  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Port.  Ms.  Manton  said  those  attendees  listed  on  the  sign  in  sheet  will  be 
notified  of  the  upcoming  Arts  Commission  meetings.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Guggenheim  acknowledged  Commissioner  Freebaim- Smith. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  requested  that  today's  Meeting  be  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  Peter  Henschel,  an  architect,  former  deputy  mayor  and  dedicated  arts  advocate  whose  many 
accomplishments  included  helping  to  found  and  finance  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  chorus. 

The  Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  to  dedicate  the  Meeting  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Henschel. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  informed  the  Commissioners  of  a  recent  memo  he  had  sent  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  an  arts  community  misconception  about  the  Arts  Corrmiission 
budget  cuts  in  the  current  funding  for  the  cultural  centers.  In  a  review  of  the  background,  he  said 
that  last  year  the  Board  and  Controller  had  put  7  percent  of  the  annual  allocation  to  the  cultural 
centers  on  reserve.  The  Hotel  Tax  Fund  decline  had  been  29%,  but,  because  of  the  legislative 
caps,  the  cut  in  the  allocation  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  cultural  centers  and  Cultural  Equity 
Grants  had  been  10%.  In  order  to  balance  the  budget,  the  Commission  needed  to  come  up  with  an 
additional  3  percent  in  costs.  At  the  next  CAE  Committee  meeting  on  October  17,  the 
Commission  will  consider  how  additional  cuts  will  be  manifested  in  the  current  year.  Mr.  Newirth 
said  there  had  been  a  request  for  a  couple  of  different  scenarios,  and  that  these  would  be  presented 
at  the  Meeting.  He  said  that  he  anticipated  dialog  and  a  productive  discussion.  Supervisor  Daly 
has  raised  issues  regarding  cultural  center  funding  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  Mr. 
Newirth  has  received  a  request  for  information. 

He  said  that  revised  design  proposals  fi-om  the  Harvey  Milk  Competition  wirmers  had  been 
received,  and  that  both  architects  had  successfully  translated  their  conceptual  ideas  into  practical 
schemes  that  could  be  implemented  if  the  money  became  available.  The  proposals  are  not  in 
conflict  with  one  another.  The  intention  is  to  meet  with  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
members  of  the  State  Legislature  to  start  obtaining  the  funds  to  phase  in  the  suggestions  proposed 
by  the  two  winners.  A  suggestion  to  widen  the  sidewalks  would  probably  be  one  of  the  first  to  be 
implemented. 
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He  reminded  the  Commissioners  of  an  upcoming  Gallery  event  on  November  8  to  kick  off  a  sale 
of  box  sets  of  limited  editions  of  art  work  by  rising  local  artists.  The  prices  will  range  from  S250 
to  S600. 

He  said  that  he  and  Debra  Lehane  had  met  with  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  about 
the  possibility  of  keeping  the  Treasure  Island  Museum  on  the  island.  The  museum  collection  is 
technically  in  the  possession  of  the  Navy,  which  has  delayed  its  original  plan  to  put  it  in  storage. 
Not  all  of  the  work  is  of  equal  interest  to  the  Arts  Commission.  The  collection  contains  marvelous 
items  relevant  to  the  World's  Fair  and  the  building  of  the  bridges.  Other  works  are  strictly 
military.  The  people  currently  in  charge  of  the  museum  are  proud  of  what  they  have,  and  there 
needs  to  be  a  nonprofit  in  place  to  run  it. 

He  said  that  the  restoration  of  the  Dewey  Monument  was  on  hold  since  funding  had  not  been 
released  from  the  Controller's  Office. 

He  reported  that  he  had  been  contacted  by  Supervisor  Leno,  who  was  working  with  Cleve  Jones, 
founder  of  the  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt,  to  explore  the  possibility  of  bringing  a  portion  of  the  quih 
back  to  San  Francisco.  The  organization  has  relocated  to  Atlanta,  but  the  project's  roots  are  in  San 
Francisco. 

He  announced  the  upcoming  October  23  celebration  at  Cohen  Alley  in  the  Tenderloin.  The  alley 
has  been  the  site  for  the  annual  In  the  Street  Theater  festival  produced  by  the  Luggage  Store/509 
Cultural  Center.  That  organization  has  been  working  with  the  city  to  get  control  of  the  alley.  The 
celebration  will  be  a  dedication  of  the  transfer. 

He  announced  that  Ronnie  Brooks,  who  runs  the  renewal  program  that  he  has  been  attending  in 
Minneapolis,  was  in  San  Francisco  to  meet  funders  and  others  in  the  arts  sector.  Ms.  Brooks  is 
exploring  the  possibility  of  expanding  the  program  beyond  Minneapolis,  and  is  here  to  check  on 
the  interest  in  such  a  renewal  program  and  the  potential  for  diversifying  the  funding.

Meeting  of  November  4,  2002.

III  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  thanked  the  Commissioners  and  staff  members  for  their  work  throughout  the  year. 

He  commented  on  the  stunning  sculpture  by  Claes  Oldenburg,  commissioned  by  the  Gap  and 
recently  installed  on  the  waterfront  opposite  the  end  of  Folsom  Street.  He  called  the  Commission's 
attention  to  other  new  sculptures  that  had  been  added  to  the  area's  Howard  St.  corridor,  including 
one  by  Joel  Shapiro  at  Second  Street  and  the  Keith  Haring  work,  known  as  "Three  Dancing 
Figures,"  at  Third  Street.  He  said  that  the  district  generally  had  been  upgraded  by  landscaping, 
new  buildings,  the  reopened  and  restored  Ferry  building,  the  return  of  the  Farmer's  Market,  and 
new  restaurants. 

IV  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Richard  Newirth  reported  on  the  Mayor's  recent  meeting  with  city  department  heads  in  regard  to 
the  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year.  Those  present  were  informed  that  the  economy  was  not 
rebounding,  and  revenues  were  down.  A  shortfall  of  $170  million  has  been  projected,  assuming  no 
raises  are  negotiated  for  July  1.  Current  labor  contracts  are  up  on  June  30. 

Initially,  there  will  be  an  across-the-board  3%  additional  cut  in  general  funding  within  the  current 
year.  Though  the  general  fund  is  only  a  small  portion  of  the  the  Arts  Commission  budget,  such  a 
cut  ripples  through  all  programs,  which  will  have  to  pull  from  other  funding  sources.  Department 
heads  have  been  told  that,  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  they  need  to  absorb  increases  in  cost  of  living 
and  in  cost  of  doing  business,  such  as  with  outside  vendors.  An  additional  5%  in  prioritized  cuts 
also  needs  to  be  submitted  with  a  potential  for  reduction  of  services  and  layoffs.  Also  each  time 
there  are  cuts  in  the  State  budget,  those  reductions  impact  the  City,  and  it  is  necessary  to  figure 
out  on  short  notice  now  to  respond  .  Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  economic  situation  was  the  worst  it 
had  been  since  the  recession  years  of  1993  and  94.  He  added  that,  in  the  late  1990s,  the  agency 
underwent  considerable  growth  in  programming  and  staff.  Staff  and  Commissioners  will  discuss 
instructions  for  next  year's  reductions  at  the  December  and  January  Executive  Committee 
meetings.  He  emphasized  the  staff  need  for  guidance  fi^om  the  Commission  on  this  issue. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith,  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  the 
General  Fund  covered  8  or  9  salaries,  rent,  and  operations  for  the  computer  systems.  Therefore, 
there  was  nothing  that  could  be  cut,  and  consequently  every  program  would  be  affected. 
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He  introduced  the  new  public  art  program  assistant  Jermifer  Lawom.  Ms.  Lavvom,  who  was 
selected  from  an  applicant  pool  of  190  candidates,  comes  to  the  Arts  Commission  from  Southern 
Exposure. 

He  reported  that  things  were  going  well  at  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  under 
the  new  director  London  Breed.  He  said  that  potential  cuts  to  the  cultural  centers  had  been  averted 
for  the  time  being,  and  that  major  public  policy  issues  were  at  stake. 

He  reported  on  a  a  recent  meeting  that  he  and  Judy  Nemzoff  had  attended  with  Brenda  Lopez, 
director  of  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  FamiHes,  to  request  funding.  Though  some 
fimding  is  forthcoming,  the  amount  is  not  known  yet.  A  bookmark  will  be  published  to 
acknowledge  that  department's  support. 

He  reported  that  Shelley  Bradford  Bell,  executive  director  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House,  had  been 
appointed  to  the  Planning  Commission,  which  had  elected  her  as  its  president.  Ms.  Bell  and  her 
Board  are  currently  initiating  the  search  for  her  replacement,  and  she  expects  to  leave  the  cultural 
center  by  July. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  the  Gallery's  successful  reception  to  launch  the  sales  of  the  box  sets.  He 
said  that  the  highest  level  boxes—  1 0  boxes  of  1 0  works  and  1 5  of  eight  works— had  already  sold 
out. 

He  reported  on  a  meeting  about  Gallery  37  with  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  General 
Manager  Elizabeth  Goldstein,  who  is  determined  to  make  the  project  a  reality  in  San  Francisco. 
Ms.  Goldstein  is  planning  a  site  visit  to  Chicago  in  February  and  wants  to  include  as  many  city 
agencies  as  possible.  She  intends  to  get  the  costs  of  the  site  visits  donated.  Mr.  Newirth  added  that 
President  Gatti  had  videos  of  Chicago's  Gallery  37  program. 

President  Gatti  said  that  the  Gallery  37  program  was  the  first  of  its  kind,  and  that  agencies 
throughout  the  world  have  been  using  it  as  a  model  for  their  own  programs.  He  urged  the 
Commissioners  to  go  on  the  site  visit  to  Chicago. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  the  Geneva  Car  Bam  had  been  discussed  as  a  potential  site  for  the  Gallery 
37  program,  but  substantial  retrofitting  is  needed.  The  program  will  take  place  in  multiple  places. 
Ms.  Goldstein  also  wants  a  Civic  Center  location  for  exhibits  and  the  sale  of  work. 

He  reported  on  a  follow-up  meeting  with  Steve  Lehane  of  the  Avanti  Foundation.  The  Foundation 
is  interested  in  replicating  a  program  that  acknowledges  education  leaders  in  certain  fields  in  San 
Francisco,  starting  with  arts  education.  President  Gatti  asked  about  the  District's  School  of  the 
Arts,  which  needs  money  and  is  one  of  the  best  schools  of  its  kind  in  the  country.

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v^III.    Public  Comment 

Richard  Hanlin  addressed  the  Commission  on  the  subject  of  the  continued  purchase  and 
installation  of  the  Embarcadero  Promenade  Ribbon.  He  said  that  the  sculpture  had  never  worked. 
He  claimed  that,  even  after  it  had  been  determined  that  the  design  was  flawed,  the  Commission 
had  continued  to  spend  money  on  additional  segments  of  the  project.  He  asked  the  Commission  to 
assume  accountability. 

Commissioner  Guggenheim  said  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  and  the  full  Commission  had 
recently  voted  to  demolish  certain  segments  of  the  Ribbon,  and  replace  them  with  flat  elements, 
because  they  had  been  damaged  and  replacement  was  not  cost  effective. 

Mr.  Hanlin  said  that  he  wanted  to  know  which  individual  had  made  the  decision  to  proceed  with 
the  installation  after  the  design  flaw  was  recognized. 

President  Gatti  explained  that  the  commissioning  of  the  Ribbon  was  the  result  of  a  thorough 
process  of  review  and  approval  by  a  panel  and  the  Commission.  When  questions  and  doubts  about 
the  efficiency  of  the  project  had  arisen,  the  Commission  had  taken  steps  to  rectify  the  problems. 
He  cited  again  the  recent  decision  to  demolish  some  of  the  sections  that  were  continually  damaged 
by  vehicles.  The  Commissioner  added  that  it  would  be  possible  to  inform  Mr.  Hanlin  which 
Commissioners  had  been  on  the  Commission  at  the  time  decisions  were  made  throughout  the 
process. 

Commissioner  Freebaim-Smith  asked  Mr.  Hanlin  for  his  own  long-range  view  of  the  project  if  the 
construction  was  indeed  flawed.  Mr.  Hanlin  replied  that  a  detail  in  the  structure  had  not  been  paid 
attention  to,  and  that  the  result  had  been  a  waste  of  taxpayer  dollars.  He  repeated  that  he  wanted  to 
know  which  individual  was  responsible,  and  said  that  the  person  should  pay  for  the  mistake. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  none  of  the  present  Commissioners  had  served  on  the  Commission  when  the 
Ribbon  was  commissioned,  and  that  the  decision  had  not  been  made  by  any  single  individual.  He 
said  that  actions  taken  by  the  Commission  at  different  times  were  a  matter  of  public  record.  He 
also  mentioned  that  the  city  had  previously  recouped  money  from  a  vendor  for  defective  work.  He 
added  that  reports  about  this  project  had  been,  and  continued  to  be,  made  on  a  regular  basis  in 
public  meetings.  He  said  that  specific  questions  had  been  raised  at  different  times,  and  specific 
steps  had  been  taken  in  response  to  answer  the  questions  or  rectify  problems. 

IX.    Adjournment

m.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Gatti  reported  on  a  recent  visit  to  New  York,  the  da  Vinci  show  at  the  Metropolitan 
Museum,  a  preview  of  the  Matisse/Picasso  show,  and  the  current  exhibition  of  all  proposals  for 
•    '  Ground  Zero.  He  said  that  the  proposal  exhibition  revealed  the  processes  involved  in  attempting  to 

establish  a  memorial  while  addressing  the  practicalities  of  urban  design.  He  also  reported  that  the 
New  Yorker  is  sponsoring  a  worldwide  poetry  slam  for  underprivileged  youth.  He  noted  that  the 
spoken  word  had  become  a  trend,  that  San  Francisco  had  been  involving  young  people  in  poetry 
slams  for  a  long  time,  and  that  this  was  just  one  example  of  the  kinds  of  currents  that  begin  here 
before  they  are  adopted  in  New  York.  He  commented  on  the  effectiveness  of  merging  classical  and 
pop  art  forms,  such  as  the  current  Broadway  production  of  La  Boheme,  which  was  introduced  in  San 
Francisco  before  its  New  York  run.  He  remarked  that  art  constantly  changes,  no  matter  how  cutting 
edge  a  particular  work  or  form  seems  to  be.  He  emphasized  the  necessity  of  allowing  change  to 
happen  rather  than  closing  doors. 

IV.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  updated  the  Commissioners  on  the  status  of  the  budget. 
He  referred  them  to  a  memo  summarizing  a  proposal,  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  meet 
the  target  budget  requested  by  the  Mayor's  Office  for  the  coming  year.  In  essence,  departments  had 
been  asked  to  absorb  the  cost  of  living  increases  for  the  coming  year  and  to  prioritize  an  additional 
5%  in  cuts,  should  they  be  needed.  The  requests  had  spurred  the  agency  to  restructure  operations 
with  a  first  step  being  to  combine  the  CAE  and  CEG  programs.  Subsequent  steps  would  be  to 
combine  the  visual  arts  programs  and  to  expand  administration  to  include  the  street  artists  program 
and  public  information.  The  ultimate  objective  is  to  have  three  deputy  directors  and  one  commission 
secretary  reporting  to  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.  Mr.  Newirth  added  that,  though  the 
Commission  staff  had  increased,  the  agency  had  not  grown  strategically.  The  time  had  come  to 
devise  a  plan  on  how  best  to  serve  the  agency's  constituents.  The  reorganization  would  free  the 
director  from  day-to-day  management  and  allow  him  to  assume  a  proactive  leadership  role  in  the  arts 
community.  The  budget  currently  before  the  Commissioners  on  the  Consent  Calendar  shows  the 
numbers,  but  further  changes  are  coming. 

Mr.  Newirth  further  reported  that,  at  a  recent  meeting  between  the  Mayor  and  department  heads,  it 
was  revealed  that  the  budget  is  worse  than  initially  anticipated.  Departments  now  need  to  absorb  a 
4%  cost  of  living  increase  in  addition  to  the  3%  already  implemented  this  year,  plus  another  3%  for  a 
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total  reduction  of  10%  from  the  2002-2003  original  budget  allocation.  Also,  the  prioritized  cuts 
beyond  that  reduction  are  now  at  10%  rather  than  5%. 

Mr.  Newirth  said  that  a  revised  budget  will  be  presented  next  March.  The  Commission's  adoption  of 
the  budget  before  the  members  today  is  simply  a  first  step.  It  will  be  discussed  at  the  Executive 
Committee  meeting,  and  a  revision  with  further  cuts  will  be  presented  next  month. 

Mr.  Newirth  stressed  that  the  City  was  in  a  tight  bind,  and  that  certain  circumstances  were  different 
from  what  had  existed  during  the  previous  recession  in  the  early  '90s.  In  particular,  since  then, 
California  voters  had  passed  proposition  218,  which  prevents  local  governments  from  imposing  taxes 
without  going  to  the  voters.  Consequently,  very  few  things  can  be  increased.  In  San  Francisco,  voters 
have  voted  to  allocate  funding  for  Muni,  libraries,  and  youth  funds.  The  projected  deficit  is  $350 
million.  Once  the  funds  allocated  for  the  Muni,  library  and  youth  designations  have  been  set  aside, 
the  $350  million  deficit  amounts  to  approximately  one-fourth  of  the  discretionary  General  Fund.  This 
is  the  amount  that  needs  to  be  made  up.  The  General  Fund  represents  about  half  of  the  entire  city 
budget  of  $5  billion. 

Mr.  Newirth  added  that  the  General  Fund  is  only  a  small  portion  of  the  Arts  Commission  budget,  and 
he  hoped  that  the  other  dedicated  funding  sources  would  not  be  as  volatile.  However,  there  will 
probably  be  cuts  in  the  Hotel  Tax.  Also,  the  status  of  the  General  Fund  will  continue  to  be  uncertain. 
Even  after  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hearings  are  over  by  July,  the  State  budget  is  often  not  final  until 
late  summer  or  fall.  Consequently  additional  responses  to  developments  at  the  State  level  may  be 
necessary.  Currently  the  California  Arts  Council  is  faced  with  a  50%  cut.  Mr.  Newirth  made  the 
point  that,  in  San  Francisco,  the  proposed  funding  cut  for  the  arts  is  not  disproportionate  to  the 
overall  budget.  He  commented  on  the  spirit  of  trust  and  cooperation  in  solving  the  city  problems  that 
he  had  observed.  The  strategy  for  the  Mayor's  office  is  to  encourage  cooperation  to  minimize  the 
impact  on  the  city,  and  to  go  forward  in  a  way  that  is  the  least  painful  for  everyone.  Mr.  Newirth 
reiterated  that  the  Arts  Commission  was  being  treated  fairly.  He  told  the  Commissioners  that  their 
input  on  the  budget  would  be  appreciated. 

He  reported  on  a  meeting  with  the  Private  Industry  Council  and  a  number  of  arts  organizations  about 
a  new  federally  funded  job-training  program  for  youth  in  arts.  It  will  fit  in  with  the  Gallery  37 
concept. 

He  announced  an  upcoming  poster  campaign  to  be  installed  on  Decaux  kiosks.  The  posters  address 
the  arts  education  issue  with  levity. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  a  meeting  with  the  new  Board  of  Supervisors  president.  Matt  Gonzalez.  The 
topics  raised  by  the  Supervisor  were  the  possibility  of  establishing  an  artist  laureate  and  a  fundraising 
campaign  to  commission  a  bust  of  the  late  Supervisor  Harvey  Milk  in  City  Hall.  At  the  meeting,  Mr. 
Newirth  provided  background  information  on  certain  criteria  for  such  a  monument.  Mr.  Newirth 
raised  the  issue  of  the  relocation  of  the  King  Carlos  in  and  de  Anza  sculptures.  Mr.  Newirth  also 
I  raised  the  issue  of  the  cultural  centers  and  virtual  centers  within  the  existing  centers.  The  Arts 

Commission  is  deliberating  how  to  prepare  the  Supervisors  when  it  is  ready  to  proceed  with 
proposals  for  those  centers.  Supervisor  Gonzalez  has  said  that  he  recognizes  that  the  Arts 
Commission  is  trying  to  serve  everyone  in  the  city,  and  that  he  will  support  well-reasoned  proposals 

President  Gatti  said  that  he  had  been  told  that  Supervisor  Gonzalez  considered  art  to  be  a  priority.  He 
compared  San  Francisco's  funding  for  the  arts  with  support  by  other  major  cities.  He  urged  the 
Commissioners  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  arts  to  people  they  knew  who  were  decision  makers.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

IV,  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  said  that  there  was  no  update  this  month  on  the 
status  of  the  city  budget.  He  reported  that  state  arts  council  budgets  throughout  the  country  were 
being  cut.  The  California  Arts  Council  grants  budget  will  be  cut  50%.  He  said  that  the  major 
impact  of  the  cut  to  Arts  Commission  would  be  in  the  reduction  of  arts  education  grants. 

He  said  that  he  and  Judy  Nemzoff  had  been  engaged  in  productive  discussions  in  reference  to 
funding  for  the  cultural  centers  and  virtual  cultural  centers,  and  that  the  possibilities  would  be 
discussed  in  the  next  CAE  Committee  Meeting. 

He  reported  on  a  discussion  with  a  mid-Market  Street  property  owner  who  was  committed  to  the 
revitalization  of  the  district  and  wanted  to  do  a  public  art  work. 

He  said  that  he  had  participated  in  a  conference  call  regarding  plans  for  a  Gallery  37  program  in 
San  Francisco. 

He  said  that  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families  had  been  great  supporters  of  Arts 
Commission  efforts.  In  particular,  they  had  ensured  the  continuation  of  funding  for  the  elementary 
arts  program  in  the  city's  public  elementary  schools.

He  reported  on  the  well  attended  25th  anniversary  celebration  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center,  and 
announced  the  opening  of  the  spring  season  at  the  African  American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  on 
March  29.  The  event  will  be  produced  by  Cultural  Odyssey.  Mr.  Newirth  also  commented  on  the 
current  successful  exhibition  "The  Art  of  Looking  Black,"  organized  in  collaboration  with  the 
Richmond  Art  Center  at  the  Cultural  Center  gallery.

IV  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  reported  that  he  had  observed  the  grantmaking 
process  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  through  his  participation  on  that  city's  grant  panel. 

He  reported  on  the  successful  opening  reception  for  the  upcoming  event  series  at  the  African 
American  Art  and  Culture  Complex  He  also  commented  on  a  recent  Chronicle  review  of  two  one- 
act  plays  at  the  Complex.  The  review  emphasized  the  positive  use  of  formerly  underutilized  space 
by  productions  under  good  artistic  control.  Future  events  at  the  Complex  will  include  an  African 
American  Shakespeare  Company  production  of  Othello. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  the  local  book  tour  for  the  recently  published  WrtiersCorps  book  "Paint 
Me  Like  I  Am,"  the  first  of  the  program's  anthologies  to  be  published  by  a  major  publisher.  He 
said  the  title  was  already  on  its  second  printing,  that  the  first  5,000  copies  had  already  sold  out, 
and  that  the  book  was  number  45  on  the  national  best  sellers  list  for  poetry. 

He  reported  on  the  recent  lighting  ceremony  and  reception  at  Ferragamo  for  the  new  R.M.  Fischer 
sculptures  in  Union  Square.  He  said  that  it  was  the  first  of  several  Sculpture  in  the  City  events, 
planned  to  dedicate  new  works  that  have  been,  or  will  be,  installed  at  various  sites  in  San 
Francisco.  The  next  event  will  be  at  the  zoo  the  morning  of  May  8  to  dedicate  the  new  "Split 
Mound"  installation  by  Barbara  McCarren  and  Jud  Fine  and  Gwynn  Murrill's  sculptures  of  a  tiger 
and  a  cougar. 

He  announced  that  the  forthcoming  repair  of  the  Ghandi  statue  in  front  of  the  Ferry  Building  had 
been  the  subject  of  a  recent  Chronicle  Watch  item.  Debra  Lehane  said  that  the  Commission  had 
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initiated  repair  of  the  work  before  the  Chronicle  had  contacted  the  Commission  about  the 
problem. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  on  plans  to  relocate  the  Anza  and  King  Carlos  III  statues  on  a  still  to  be 
determined  site  on  Recreation  and  Park  department  property.  The  statues  have  now  been  in 
storage  for  five  years.

Meeting  of  April  14,2003.

III  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Vice  President  Roth  stated  that  the  day's  meeting  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Ella  King  Torrey . 
She  added  that  a  memorial  service  is  planned  for  Thursday  at  6  p.m.  at  the  Yerba  Buena  Center 
for  the  Arts. 

IV  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  Richard  Newirth  stated  that  he  is  quite  unhappy  to  report  that  the 
City's  budget  is  being  cut  drastically.  Currently  every  source  of  revenue  for  the  City  is  down, 
including  Property  Taxes  and  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  The  Arts  Commission  is  being  dramatically 
affected  and  will  have  three  layoffs  effective  July  1,  2003.  Those  staff  layoffs  are:  Michele  Liapes, 
Public  Information  Officer;  Juan  Martinez,  Accountant;  and  Thien  Lam,  Arts  Education  Program 
Assistant.  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  two  of  the  positions  are  being  cut  due  to  an  additional 
shortfall  of  $  1 00,000  in  the  General  Fund  allocation  to  the  Arts  Commission.  These  two  layoffs 
are  in  keeping  with  City  Hall's  emphasis  on  reducing  administrative  positions  rather  than  program 
positions.  Mr.  Newirth  added  that  both  Michele  Liapes  and  Juan  Martinez  have  seniority  and  it  is 
hoped  that  they  will  retain  employment  with  the  City.  The  third  layoff  of  the  Arts  Education 
Program  Assistant  is  the  result  of  loss  of  funds  from  the  California  Arts  Council  which  had 
previously  funded  that  position.  Until  there  is  some  stability  with  the  State  budget,  which  should 
be  finalized  in  the  fall,  it  is  uncertain  whether  there  will  be  more  layoffs.  The  Arts  Commission 
has  been  receiving  grants  from  the  California  Arts  Council  for  WritersCorps  and  the  Arts 
Education  Funders  Collaborative.  Because  the  Governor  has  proposed  a  50%  cut  to  the  California 
Arts  Council,  it  is  uncertain  how  these  programs  will  be  affected. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  stated  that  with  regard  to  the  diversity  of  programs  run  by  the  Arts 
Commission,  she  wondered  how  such  a  drastic  change  in  the  staff  infrastructure  would  affect  the 
organization.  Because  the  staff  members  carry  out  the  vision  of  the  Commission,  she  inquired 
how  the  Commissioners  can  be  of  support  to  the  staff  She  also  asked  what  the  vision  is  for  the 
agency  and  the  staff  and  wondered  how  the  cuts  will  affect  programming. 
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Mr.  Newirth  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  first  attempting  to  manage  these  layoffs  and  will 
then  engage  in  a  strategic  plan.  He  added  that  he  would  appreciate  the  Commissioners' 
involvement  with  staff  on  the  strategic  plan. 

Commissioner  Mirikitani  stated  that  this  issue  should  be  addressed  in  the  Executive  Committee 
and  that  it  should  be  added  to  next  month's  agenda. 

Mr.  Newirth  continued  his  report  by  stating  that  in  this  past  month  he  met  with  Pat  Johnson  who 
was  previously  at  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  in  Chicago  and  is  now  the  Director  of  the 
Museum  of  the  African  Diaspora.  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  this  new  museum  is  modeled  after 
the  Holocaust  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  will  present  traveling  exhibitions  as  well  as 
permanent  exhibitions. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  that  he  also  met  with  Moy  Eng  of  the  Hewlett  Foundation  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  convening  a  meeting  of  arts  funders  in  the  Bay  Area  to  develop  a  unified  message  to 
give  to  arts  organizations.  Funding  for  the  arts  in  the  Bay  Area  had  been  around  $70  million  two 
years  ago  and  is  now  down  to  $30  million.  Mr.  Newirth  emphasized  the  importance  for  funders  to 
have  a  single  message  to  give  to  arts  organizations  that  addresses  this  issue. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  the  next  event  as  part  of  "Sculpture  in  the  City"  will  be  on  May  8th  at 
the  San  Francisco  Zoo  from  10:30  AM  to  12:30  PM.  This  event  will  include  a  dedication  of  two 
art  projects:  "Cougar  III"  and  "Tiger  2"  by  Gwynn  Murrill  and  "Split  Mound"  by  Barbara 
McCarren  and  Jud  Fine.  Mr.  Newirth  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to  attend. 

Mr.  Newirth  stated  that  Isis  Rodriguez,  one  of  the  artists  working  with  the  Pubhc  Art  Program, 
will  be  having  a  reception  on  May  23  as  part  of  her  residency  at  Sunset  Scavenger  Sanitary  Fill 
Company. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  WritersCorps  will  be  having  a  reading  and  reception  at  the  San 
Francisco  Main  Library  on  May  28.  Mr.  Newirth  stated  that  this  event  is  always  one  of  the  Arts 
Commission's  best  events. 

Mr.  Newirth  reported  that  there  has  been  a  proposal  to  remove  the  fountain  at  U.N.  Plaza  which 
has  been  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Land  Use  Committee  and  will  soon  be  sent  to  the  Full 
Board  of  Supervisors.  Because  the  fountain  is  a  commissioned  work  of  art,  Mr.  Newirth  added 
that  if  this  proposal  passes,  it  may  trigger  protection  rights  from  the  Visual  Artists  Rights  Act  and 
the  Cahfomia  Art  Protection  Act  in  addition  to  Civic  Design  Review  approval. 

Mr.  Newirth  announced  that  Natasha  Garcia-Lomas,  Arts  Commission  Gallery  Manager,  has 
opened  her  own  gallery  called  Manolo  Garcia  Gallery  located  in  the  Lower  Haight.  The  first 
exhibition  features  work  by  Libby  Black  who  has  recreated  out  of  paper  the  downtown  Louis 
Vuitton  store.  Mr.  Newirth  stated  that  Ms.  Garcia-Lomas  would  be  happy  to  give  Commissioners 
a  tour  of  the  exhibition. 

Mr.  Newirth  concluded  his  report  by  presenting  two  Public  Service  Announcements  produced  by 
the  Ad  Council  that  credit  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission.  He  stated  that  local  stations  have 
donated  time  to  air  these  announcements  which  are  part  of  an  important  and  timely  campaign  for 
art  and  education.
